The Throne has 
ordered Prince Chun, brother of the Emperor, 
and Grand Secretary Suncha-nai to investigate 

’ the matter. a 
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Within an hour on Thursday morning three 
dead bodies were dumped in Third Street, 
West Point. In one instance small-pox 
was found to be the cause of death. 


Woe are'officially informed that the Hon. Mr.

Indian constable 733 was charged before 
Mr. F. A. Hazeland at. the Polios Court 
on May 14th with assanlting a Chinese woman 
at Causeway Bay. From the evidence it 
appeared that complainant and defendant were 
making for the same seat on a tram car, 
The constable politely draw back and told 
the woman to get on the oar first.

According to a statement made at the Paris 
Academy of Medicine, it is now possible to 
‘ragard dysentery as easy aod rapidly onrable 
owing {o the discovery by Doctors Vaillard and 
Dopter of a serum which is obtainable by 
treating horses with the bacillus cf dysentery. 
It is stated that out of 200 patients who have 
been treated with this serum only 10 have 
died. Ifthe French scientific men have found 
an equally efficacious serum against what is 
known as the Philippine form of the plexner 
bacillus, which the Viennese bacteriologists 
consider to be distinct from other pleaner forms, 
and hitherto uncombatable, dysentery will no 
longer take rank as the scourge of armies in 
the field. "

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CHINESE RAILWAY SERVANTS.

. Theproverbial politeness of the Chinese 
does not always stand the test of new and 
alien ciroumstances. The native cere- 
moniousness at a tea party, say, finds no 

_eorreeponding civility on an electric tram. 
The. way in which the ‘‘end seat hog”’ 
monopolizes Hongkong trams -is becoming 
serious enough to warrant the intervention 
' of the management. The conductors, who, 
with very rare exceptions, are very well 
behaved towards the goneral public, might 
be instructed to discourage the habit that so 
many men have of sticking like a limpet to 
the end seat next the entrance, and blotking 
or making inconvenient access to- the 
remaining seats. Judging by a formidable 
communication received yesterday from 
Swatow, the railway has worse effects upon 
manners than the tram has.’ Fifteen closely: 
typed foolscap pages of complaints about the 
management of the Chao-chow and Swatuw 


Railway Cowpany Limited would overbur- }- 


den our readers, 80 we skimthem. It is the 
' ticket-collectors, guards, and other servants 
of the railway by whom the public is 
‘*i nsulbed, assaulted, and generally ill-used ” 
there. ‘One ticket-collector, suspecting that 
the luggage of ‘a Bpectacled Chincse gentle- 
man’ contained silver dollars, “ liable to a 
freight charge on the valuc” ordered it to 
be opened, and slapped the servant who 
refused. Whien the gentleman remonstrated, 
he too received a blow that smashed his 
spectacles. Being a Straits-born British 
subject, he naturally -resented this, and 
lodged an offidial complaint. The ticket- 
collectors on that ling have a playful habit 
of awaking sleeping rinattentive passengers 
by kicking them on the shins—which. is 
worse than the Hongkong tram conductor's 
method of prodding with a stiff foretinger. \ 
It isnot the Japanese employes, our corre- 
spondent states, but Chitiese, who so grossly 
misbehave. The present arrangements on 
the line, of stations, writing rooms, ticket 
windows, ebtrances, and sv on, throw. all 
classes together, as our correspondent puts 
it, “into a complete state of botch potch,” 
‘and the subordinate officials apparently 
have decided to simplify things by 
treating all alike like coolies. The 
effect of a uniform on a Cl.inese wearer 
seems to transfurm 4 peaceful workman 
into’ ‘a truculent mandarin. However, 
the Rnilway authorities seem to deplore 
this state of things as mueh as uny- 
body, and in reply to complaints urge 
that the railway bas beep operated only 
four months, #2d that it will take time to 
train servants. They have to begin in all 
eases with raw hands, and when they. find 
one is not adaptable, they discharge him 
“and try again. “Our patrons, too, ag a 
rule, are unused to railways, and’ therefore 
make our work doubly haid.”' The man 
complained .of had been dismissed, and 
ample apologies tendered, but still the 
touchy, Straits-born Clinese are not satisfied, 
and they proceed to attack the mild and 
apologetic management.

In China,there is no doupt generally an 
excess of ceremonious politeness and outward 
demonstration of respect. This has often 
beon made a subject of good natured. satire 
and ridicule; it is not to be denied that 
Chinese politeness at times has ita comic 
aspect ; but it is a mistake to ignore that it 
has niso ita good side. We may be amused 
at what appears to us the overstrained 
céremoniousness in the constant use of the 
title of “great old father’’—olten to a 

rson much younger than the one to whom 
It ig addressd—and the constantly recurring 
epithets, of “honourable” as applied to all 
belonging tothe person addressed and “ con- 
tamptible” to all appertaining to the 
speaker himself. Such extreme formality 
may be smiled at as a little out of date; 
but we must not forget thal it does not go 
so far beyond that which was once observed 


‘in all European countries as is oflen supposed. 


In fairness we must remember that the 
- survival of this rather heavy social pro- 
cedure is only a part. of Chinese conservatism, 
We need not be surprised that social as well 
as political ‘‘olo custom ” is carefully pre- 
served bya people so tenacious of everytbing 
that is hocient. While Europeans are 
more and more inclined to throw aside 
antiquated forms of ceremony, the Chinese 
them ‘simply because they 
are ‘antiquated, Neither hit the exact 
mark; and it cannot be denied there is 
a@ certain amvunt of error on both sides. 
“¥f, however, we look ut the practical 
results of the two systems, it must be ad- 
mitted there is something to be said in 
favour of the Chinese way of treating this 
matter; and that if they err, their error 
is in thé right direction. Chinese ceremon 
is undoubtedly overdone. It takés one face 
to mediceval times; and one is apt to be 
reminded of the lessons given by the dancing 
master to Monsieur JoURDAIN as to the 
way in which he was to approach a duchess; 
to make a bow, then three steps forward ; 
then another bow; then three more steps. 
But China has not yet been blessed with a 
Mottzrx, to laugh such nongense out of 
existence. The mode of approaching the 
duchess is very much the manner in which 
a Chinese Taotai approaches a Yamén in 
company of a.Consul, the process of deciding 
who is to go first—as an old British Cunsul 
once described it---generally taking some- 


~ thing like half an hour; the end being that 


both enter the sacred precincts together. 
At the same time, it cannot te denied that 
out of a somewhat courteous system - of 
ceremony, the erdinary fairly educated 
Chinaman, has learnt how to behave him- 
self; and -this after all is the chief use of 
an outward show of deference. It you meet 
an educated Chinaman abroad, in America 
or any of our Colonies, you always find that 
he behaves in a reasonable, sensible, and cour- 
teous.manner. He floes not call you “old 


father,”—a compliment which might not- 


be altogether appreciated; but he treats 
you with. deference and toa certain uegree 
with respect. He is easy and self-posseased 
and generally has the manners of a well-bred 
man, ‘Lhis, after all, fe has learnt in 
his early days in a very ceremoniosu 
school in his nontive country ; and if such 
* be the result which is produced in practical 


Se one can hardly conclude that the 


hinese system, though it may huve its 
comical side, has not also some advantages. 
‘A’“receut writer in the Spectator says that 


in the present day “as we travel about in 


> trains and. streets and meet our fellow

GOVERNMENT AND SANITARY 
BOARD. 
(Daily Press, 16th May). 

Arter reading the whole page of yesterday's 
issue devoted to the meeting of the Sanitary 
Board, the average reader should still be 
somewhat confused as to the real issues. 
The Hon. Mr. Hewerr earmarked the 
whole discussion of the “dumping” ques- 
tion as indefinite, and it really was so. 
There was a nebulousness about the 
reforms talked of that was not becoming to 
the very concrete nature of the evil sought 
to be remedied.’ A few days ago we offered 
a suggestion as to one of the moat likely 
causes of the Chinese practice of “ dumping” 
corpses ou the street—poverty, and the 
conventional extravagance of funerals. This 
was not submitted as the only cause, but as 
one not so far mentioned, and yet one at 
least as probable as thoge suggested. The 
ReGisTRAR GeNERat referred to it briefly 
by remayking that the statistics now before 
the members of the Board gave no support 
to the theory that poverty is the cause of 
“dumping ’’, unless, he qualified, “ you are 
prepared to,argue that poverty has increased 
greatly in Hongkong of recent years.” 
This argument could hardly affect the 
effect of the figures, but whether or not, 
it does not seem an untenable position to 
take up.. If the cost of necessaries 
has been increasing, as we have been 
told is the -fact, then the poor Chi- 
nese must be poorer, for though some 
employers complain that the cast of 
[abour has also gone up, it has not risen 
proportionately. There are still gangs of 
labourers doing a day’s work for twenty 
.and thirty eents—much less than a penny 
an hour; and rents, even of cubicles, are 
high when considered in the light of how 
much can be spared from daily pittances 
‘like that. However, we are not concdrned 
ito prove that-one theory is better than 
another, but to look fairly at admitted fucts. 
It is admitted that too many Chinese 
corpses are left lying about the etreets, and 
the sar ia ear wants to deal with that 
evil, So far the only tangible suggestion 
has been to cremate all such bodies; and 
the Government, “as at present advised,” 
does not propose to adopt cremation. It is 
satisfied-that the Sanitary Board’s plague 
mensures have had nothing to do with 
encouraging: the practice of “dumping.” 
It does not seem, “as at present advised,” 
to have any idea of its own what to do, and 
appeals to the Board for fresh suggestions. 
The returns submitted by the Reaisrgar- 
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GENeERAL prove nothing. The Prrampent 
remarked, ‘if fignres prove anything, that 
proves that the byelaws | ha been 
effective.” In that case, then] figures 
do not prove anything, for as in India, 
so in Hongkong, plague augments and 
decreases indifferent to what the Sani- 
tary Authorities may do. Statistics aro 
like some Chinese witnesses: they can bea 
got to say anrthing. The experiments 
of the Sanitary authorities havd caused a 
great deal of useless nad unnecessary trouble 
and inconvenience, and apart from the 
allegations as to the inconsid:rate ways 
and general m sbehaviour ‘of its under- 
atrappers, it ueeds no wizardry to see that 
the poor Chineze must regard their intru- 
sions unfavourably. Foreigners sometimes 
get an inkling of what it must mean. In 
one case a gang of autocratia ‘disinfectors 
took charge of aroom secupied bya contact, 
harshly disregarded tle reasonable require- 
ments of the said contact, and damaged 
property, and 1. ver went near the room 
where the original patient must have left 
any infection he was likely to leave. - That 
was last year, and the same disease jg more 
rampant than over.

The Commission appointed to consider tha 
Sanitary Laws ard their administration in 
this Colony report that after seven meetings 
the question of official corruption presented 
itself as a paramount consideration for them, 
[t was not only actual bribery, but grosa 
neglect of duty and most reprehensible 
slackness of metho that they discovered, 
There has ‘not been sufficient time yet to 
digest so long and so important a Treport,: 
which we are quoting elsewhere serially, 
but to begin with we may glanca over the 
headings. All sorts of difficulties were 
thrown in the way of the investigators, in 
itself a suggestion that there was much to 
hide. The Commission’ also finds -that_ 
Ordinances have beeui very carelessly drawn 
up and passed, and harshly enforced. 
This, at least, is the general effect wa 
gather from our preliminary reading 
Property owners and poor Chinese have 
been alike to be pitied, and the weapon that 
has been as a scourge to their backs has 
been Red Tape, of the reddest and most 
tapey kiod.

If that case was a typical 
one, Hongkong officialdom as a whole does 
not seem to have deserved any more 
respect than Chinese Mandarindomn gets. 
As to fada—‘ag late as’ 1903, fumigation 
and lime. washing of infected houses 
formed a part of plague procedure, 
‘and it was not abandoned until Dr. 
PEaRsE pointed out its uselessness as a 
germicide. The lime washing was done 
at the expense of the Government, 
at contract prices nearly a hundred per 
cent. higher than those paid ly private 
individuals. “ Tho waste of money thus 
entailed,” says the report, “can be well 
imagined.” ‘The commission believes that 
it is the Sanitary Board’s plague practices 
which cause “dumping,” and it seems con- 
vinced that the misbchaviour of the Bonrd’s 
subordinate employes has heen largely due 
to the neglect of those above them to check 
and supervise their work. Evervbody’s 
business seems to have been nobody's 
business, and the number of references to 
cases of failure to examine or report is 
great, and the Commissicners ‘are quite 
unable to understand a system “(!) which 
permits” such irregularities. However, it 
does not merely find fault, this Report, and 
after it has been public a little longer, its 
practical . suggestions for reform — will 
demand attention.

86A, Hunghom West, as a Di-trict Plague 
Hospital. Certain repairs and alterations will 
have to be effected and I recommend that the 
building be approved (subject to. these being 
made) «as a place in which plague may be 


- treated. 


In another letter Mr. BREWIN made a similar 
recommendation, subject to such alterations as 
the Assistant Medical Officer of Health might 
suggest. : 

B-CK YABD REQUIREMENTS.

THE REGIsTRAR-GENERAL—Mr. Chairman, 
I beg to move the following motions 
standing in my name :— ; a 

‘1, That in the opinion of this Board the 
large increase in recent years in the number of 
dead bodies placed in the streets is dne to 
the sanitary measures adopted since 1894 against 
plague and small-pox.~ 

2. That a reduction in the number of dead 
bodies placed in the streets can be effected only 
by obtaining the assistance of the Chinese. _ 

2. That to obtain the effeotive co-operation 
of the Chinese a revision of the bye-laws relating 
to infectious diseave is necessary,and that such 
srevision is called for on other grounds as well. 

«With regard to Mr. Hooper's minute, 
I may say I have asked the Secretary to ask yon 
to have a return drawn up giving these facts 
regarding the bodies which were found in the 
streets. None of the returns I have compiled 
show exactly what Mr. Hooper wishes. ‘lhe 
resolutions I propose, and which, I hope, the 
Board will adopt, are in auswer to the 
Colonial Secretary's letter. I have little 
to add to what I said at the Jast meeting, 
and, I think, the figures in your posgession 
are in favour of the theory I bring forward 
in part one. They cert inly give no support 
to the theory that poverty is the cause of bodies 
being dumped, unless you are prepared to 
argue that poverty has increased greatly in 
Hongkong of recent years. As regards part 
two I can only reilerate what I said before, 
that we abandoned the extraordinary police 
measures and there is no chance of trying 
them again. We cannot acquiesce in the 
present abominable. state of affairs. We 
must move, and the only line of move- 
ment pogsible is to obtain the cooperation 
of the Chinese. I am satisfied that the 
of the leading Chinese can

measures, but that does not take us very far, | 


because we must first satisfy the mass of the 
Chinese, and the leading Chinese must first obtain 


their assistance. They cannot do.so, however, |. 


unless we convince them that our sanitary 
measures pay due regard to their religions, 
customs sod prejudices, We must recollect 
that the mass is by no meavg enlightened. 
We have to persuade our friends to assist us, 
and they will bave to persuade need sae 

trymen and put pressure on them whic 
wo Onatet. That is os object of the third 
part of my resolution. We must have a re- 
vision of our bye-laws not only because we 
want the co-operation of the Chinese, bnt 
because the bye laws at present are ineffective 
and not suited to local circumstances, nor to the 
social life of the Chinese, When I ask the 
Board,.as I now do, to pay regard to econo- 
mical considerations, to substitute a. lower 
standard which we may reasonably expect 
to maintain, in place of a high one which 
we know in practice will never or seldom 
be acted up to, I only repeat what the late Dr. 
Russell of Glasgow said about disinfection. 
Surely I have ample scientific authority for ask- 
ing our expert advisers to reconsider their 


attitude. It is the only means for obtaining * bean 


qbe assistance and co-operation of the Chinese, 


and without this assistance and oo-operation wal 
are simply marking time: We may. detect one 
case, but that does not fead to detection 
of the second:- If we secure the 60-opera- 
tion of the community in notifying cases, the 
notification of one case naturally leads fo the: 
notification of more, and at last wo ard in sight, 
of some progress, — 
Mr. Fone Wa.cuun—I have much pleasure 
in seconding the resolution made by thé 
Registrar-General, and in doing ao hope the 
Board will not gether the impression that 
Chinese members of the Board wish that the 
principles of the sinitary administration of the 
Colony should be made to suit the uneducated. 
Chinese. We do our utmost to get our masses 
to comply with the sanitary regulations, but. at 
the same time, I think, the Board should not’ 
inflict any hardship on them. It has been 
proved that. most of the bodies found in the 
streets were not plague cases, which tends to 
show that the stringent measures taken by the 
savifary anthorities scare-the Chinese If the 
resolutions of the Registrar-General . ware put

operation of the Chin : 
Mr. Liv Cup slit heartily support these — 


resclutions, which,’ in my opinion, embody 
nothing bat facts ard common}sense. The 


report of the Commission, when published, will 


no doubt shed further light on thede .stalenents, 
As regards (‘hinese co-operation, I may «vail 
m‘self of this opportanity -to say. a few words 


ahout the public dispensaries, or the Tung - 


Wa branch hospitals as ‘they were first 
called, These ~ disp2ngaries wera started 
abont three years ago by the Hon. Mr. 
Brewin and the Chinese members of this 
Board, with no other object in view than’ 
to assist the Government in stopping the damp- 
ing of dead bodies; to bring within easy reach 
of the labouring class of the Chinege the 
benefits of European science; to help them to 
dispose of dead bodies and to care.for their rick 
in a proper and legal manner; and last of all. to 
enlighten them as to the requirements of the 
sanitary laws. These dispensaries are entirely 
rupported by subsoriptions raised amongst 
Chinese residents. The Government has pot 
contributed one cent. “What assistance the 
Government has given is that the committee 
paid $7 per eqnare foot fora small site to eract a 
dispenrary at Kau U Fong, and when asmall. 
piece of ground waa applied for, for depositing the 
dad box and ambulance the Government re- 
luctantly granted a temporary lease of five or 
six feet below the level of the street, which 
was most unsuitable for the purpose. After 
a great deal of trouble 
and the Chinese members succeeded in opening 

six of these dispensaries. This number is far , 
too small to meet the Wants of a big popn.

testimony to what I have just said (A pplaus>). 
Hon. Mr. Hewerr—With regard to the 
remarks made by the hon. Registrar- 
General and other membsrs I beg in tha first 
-place to say that I wish the Registrar. 
Genera! had been alittle more definite when 
speaking of the changes to be made in the bye- 
laws. It would bave rather helped us if some 
sort of scheme had been put: before us by the 
Registrar-General as to the lines on whioh 
we should work. That some change should be 
made is apparent by the number of dead 
bodies dumped in the straete; we should make 
regulations to do away with a orying evil. 
Personally, I am of opinion that the experi- 
mepts made by Sir Henry Blake were highly 
successful, and should have been carried on. 
If something of the same sort were done again 
now, vo doubt a great deal of good would result. 
We will have to amend our regulations. 
They are altogether too stringant, and as long 
as wo insist on them, so long will we 
find the Chinese dumping dead in the streets. 
I am sure,:J7, and I hope we all thoroughly 
appreciate the good work done by the Registrar- 
General and the gentlemen working with bim, 
in trying to bring about a betters’ ate of affairs, 
and I think it is altegather wrong that. private 
individuals should be called up»m to inour an 
. expenditure which should fall upon the rate- 
payers of Hongkong. I think it is our business 
to form some sort of regulations under which 
the prejudices and*superatitions of the lower 
olass Chinese could be coped with, and that the 
expenses, of ‘these dispensaries should all be met 
out. of the public funds. I should be very glid 
indeed to gee a sub-committee of the Board 
formed to consider matters, and to frame at the 
earliest possible date some scheme to be .sub- 
mitted to the Government. No doubt in fhe 
t wa have not done what we might have done 
in obtaining the co-operation of tha Chinese, 
and this is the position at the. present. moment 
—there is an enormous increase in the dumping 
dead bodies. 
he VicE-PRESIDENT—The resolution is 
worded in an extraordinary manner. Anyone 
reading it would be forced to the conclusion that 
tha sanitary measures adopted and carried out 
had been forced upon the Board in some way. 
But bye-laws providing for these measures 
have been passed by the Board. and the Board 
has it in its power to amend them whenever it 
thinks fit. I don’t see that the wording of the 
resolution is given in the form one would expect, 
and I don’t see that it should be necessary for 
the Board to put forward any such resolution, as 
the remedy lies in its own hands. 
Mr. Hoorzz—Wheg I first read these 
resolutions I was quite under the impression 
that the Registrar-Weneral had seen the report 
of the Commission. At any rate I can say that 
theae resolutions suggest things which I am 
gure are not very inconsistent with the 
document which will be ia the hands 
of members -of the Board within three 
days. Asan Englishman here, and a member 
of this Board, I must say that I don't like the 
word “only” in the second resolution. I think 
if you (Registrar-General) will cat out the word 
“only,” and say we Will ask their co-operation, 
then it will meet with my approval. With 
regard to the dispensaries about which go much 
has been spoken, it has been suggested that they 
should be provided by Government at the public 
expense. I am heartily in sympathy with that 
suggestion. Whether or not the results will be 
worth the trial, and the time and money 6x- 
pended, time alone will prove. . What money 1s 
‘it, we sk, should be expended on thése dispens- 
aries? The public rates, And when it is admitted 
that $17 ae of every $20 is supplied by Chinese, 
I think we ought to expend a little at any rate, 
and give them an opportanity of experimenting 
and showing what they can do. It is only reason- 
able to let them have these dispensaries and run 
them in connection with the admirable work oar- 
ried on by the medical authorities in this Colony. 
Personally, my opinion, when I read the aveureent 
waa, that cremation was the best thing to do, 
think it is out of place for any one to claim 
tand reverence for the dead when people 
80 forget those who belong to them, and 
dump their bodies in the streets, and leave 


rs 
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them to the four winds of heaven. I am 
quite willing that-a trial should b2 given to 
these dispencacies and if, after having given 
the Chinese as many dispensaries as satisfied 
them, dumping continued, we should reserve 
to ourselves the right to take whataver further 
ao ion we consider necessary. With reference 
to the bye-laws we are asked to revise, 

think, Str, that after tha experience you "nal 
in this Colony you will admit that they are 
capable of ravidion. The sanitary laws them- 
selves are not fo bad, bit the grievances 
suffered have been dua to the harsh and 


partial minner in which thev have baen 
administerad by the lower officers. I am 
not speaking of the higher officers. If 


the lower officers had exercised more dis- 
cretion. and shown wore consideration for the 
feelings of the Chinese, we should have heard 
legs complaints from the Chinese than we havo. 
In-these circumstances I heartily support the 
resolution, provided the word “ only" is cut ont.a 

The Presip—nt—I agree with the Vice- 
President. that instead of bringing forward a 


alteration that he wished to ba mada in tha bye- 
lawa. With referenoa to the motion, No, | is 
correct; No. 2 refers to obtaining Chinese 
agsisiaice which, ag I stated, at the last’ meeting 
it seams impossible to obtain in thase anti- 
plagaé measuras; Every attempt h:a been 
made {fo obtain this co-operation. Early in 
1903 we went so far as to exempt houses, ex- 
cepting the floor on which the cases of plague 
had been discovered. That was a great. conoss- 
sion. Liter the offcars of the Board assisted Sir 
Henry Blake in his cleansing scheme. These 
operations were commenced in 1903, and, I think, 
have been most effectnal in dealing with the 
plague.

nity, dated 22ad September, 1905, made between 
Lam Sin Chang‘ and the defendant. 

Mr. M. W.‘ Slade, (instracted by Mr. 
Wilkinson, of Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist, 
ap for plaintiffy, and Hon. Mr. H. &. 
Pollock, KC., instructed by Mr. Dixon, of 
Messrs. Hastings and Hastings), appeared for 
the defendant. : ; 

Mr. Slade read the statement of claim whioh - 
set out that Lvm Sin Chang was a gentleman 
residiag in Macao and She Wai Chang was .

of the Cheung Ya Hong at 61, Bonham 
Strand West, Victoria. The defoudant 
was a geotieman residing io Macao. 
Lam Sin Chang, on 2lst August 19 3, at the 
request of the defendant became surety together .

mercial Company, and on the 2nd September

‘The 
defendant denies that he requested Lam Sin

the represeutation set out in paragraph seven, 
or. On’ any other representation whatever. 
-The defendant admits that the plaintiffs 
-joined- with him in making the promissory 
notes but denies that the plaintiffs{or either 
of them relied on any such representation or 
agreement, or that any such representation 
or agreement as were mentioned in paragraphs 
eight and nine of the statement of claim were 
‘ever made. The defendant admits that the 
Cheung Yu Hong has paid the notes, and 
has been repaid the amoin(s set forth ijn 
paragraph 10, but he denies that the sum ot 
$12.833,33 or any other sum is due by him 
to the plaintiffe. At the time of makiug the 
promissory notes, and as a conditiun prece- 
dent-to making them it was agreed that the 
Cheung Yu Hon should hold the godown 
warrants which tho Bauk had given up on 
the delivery to it of the promissory notes, 
and that the said -werrants should not 
be handed over to Ho Li Cho until he -had 
paid the. price of goeds mentioned in 
‘the said wairants to the said Cheung Yu 
Hong, arid thereby enabled the said firm to pay 
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who got possession «f the said goods without 
paying the price to the Cheung Yu Hong. 
By reagon of the facts set out in paragraphs 
eight and nine the plaintiffs’ firm are 
solely responsible for any loss inonrred through 
the non-payment of the raid promissory notes 
by Ho Li Cho. By reason of the failure 
of the plaintiffs to carry ont the agreoment. the 
plaintiffs did not receive the money from 
Ho Li Cho toenable them to pay the promissory 
notes as they became dua, and thereunon the 
defendant paid the _ plaintiffs 
enable them to do so. ‘I'he defendant, on 
account of the facts set forth, has snatained 
the loss of $14,000, and craves leave to countar- 
claim against the plainliffs for that amount. 
The defendant denias that he evar asked the 
plaintiffs or oither of them to take action 
against Ho Li Cho, as alleged. ‘I'he fourth 
section of the Statute of Frands has not h-en 
compliad with. : 

Plaintiff in the counter claim repeated the 
last fiva paragraphs in the above statement af 
defendant. 

The defendants in the cross-action denird 
that any agreement was ever 
into that they shonld hold tho godown 
warrants and not hand them over to 
Ho Li Cho until ho paid the price of the goods. 
On the 13th Angnst, 1904, Ho Li Cho handed 
he warran(s to the plaintiff She Wai Chung, 
with a request that the firm of Cheung Yu 
Hong would endeavour to sell the goods on. 
commission. Thirty-six warrants were returned 
to Ho Li Cho, and the goods mentioned in tha 
remaining seven warrants were sold by publ’c 
auction at the request of the defendant in the 
first case, and the net proceeds applied to 
reducing the claim against the defendant. in 
rexpect of the action mentioned in paragraph 
‘Ll of the statement of claim.

Mr. P. Eduljee, in his Report, dated Mong- 
kong, 17th May, states;»—The firmness assumed 
by holders, as-mentioned in last report, was not 
of Jong duration, for shortly after the departure 
of the mail “a disposition was again shown to 
meet buyers. Contrary.to expectations, however, 
no improvement has taken place in demand, 
as with the return of the country buyers to 
market after the completion of the tomb- 
worshipping festivities, the usual Spring enquiry 
was ‘confidently looked for. Business, 
consequently, has been on very small lines, 
and sales confined tu actual requirements, No. 10s 
ag usual forming the bulk of the settlements. 
Quotations have again further receded $1 to $2 
per bale, and looking at the anxiety of holders to 
realize, no abatement in the downward course is 
apparent. There is little or no change in vur 
estimate of stocks, the recent arrivals being 
about the same as the off-take during the 
interval. Bombay is reported strong, with 
prices ruling 4 ta 5 Rupees above the equivalent 
of our quotations. Sales of the interval 
aggregate 3,541 bales, arrivals amount to 5,482, 
unsold stocks estimated at 69,000, and sold but 
uncleared goods in second hands 30,000 bales. 
Local Manufacture —Prices are unchanged, but 
no business is reported. Japanese Yarn :— 
‘Continues in demand, and eales of 150 bales No. 
16s at $120, and of 250 bales No. 20s from $123 
to $132 are reported. Raw Cotton:—There is no 
change in the continued quietness of this market.

Messrs. Noel, Murray & (Jo.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
9th May, 1907, states:—Recent reports make 
it clear that the situation in Manchuria is by no 
means in the settled state interested . parties 
wonld like it to be thought. There seems to be 
almost hopeless diffurences of opinion between the 
Native Authorities and the Japanese, the conse- 
quence being that the Custom House at Dalny is 
not yet established. It is becoming more and 
more evident that it will be necessary for some one 
else to take a hand in the matter if international 
rights are to be respected. This of course ac- 
counts for the continued stagnation of trade in 
Newchwang; and scarcely unything is being ship- 
ped from here via Dalny. Some much needed 
rain is said to have fallen in the Tientsin neigh- 
bourhood, and from most,9ther quarters the re- 
ports are fairly propitious as regards the crops. 
In the nearer provinces, however, there is still a 
great deal of distress, and, althongh not so high 
as it was, rico is still very dear, and must remain 
be until after the harvest at all events. Clear- 
ances have not been very brisk, but on the 
whole the figures published look much 
more encouraging, especially to Hankow. To 
Corea shipments «ppear to be Falling off. There 
is a steamer at the herth but she is not expected 
to take much Cargo. Advices from Manchester 
confinue to report a strong market with a srood 
business doing for India. Cotton is soaring Higher 
and higher, the latest quotation in Liverpool he- 
ing 6, 72d. for Mid-American spot and G. 27d, for 
futures, while Egyptian has commenced to advance 
again, to-day’s quotation being 103d. The New 
York market, according to small transactions just 
reported, is very strong still, and everyone won- 
dera for what quarter of the globe the 1,000 bales 
Pepperell Drills at 10s. 44d; are intended, as 
supplies can be obtained here fully half a tael a- 
piece uuder that price. It is said, in fact, thata 
local firm has bought 300 hales fora weak holder 
at the equivalent of Tle. 4.10, for rhipment to 
Bombay. The Yarn market has not shown so 
much activity this week, holders being less in- 
clined to sell at the low prices current. This has 
had the result of causing a slight revival in rates 
and a better feeling generally, especially with 
Indian Spinnings. The rise in the Yangtsze is 
stopping the buying for Szechuen as shipment 
will be suspended shortly for a period until the 
water falls agaia. The market for Native Cotton 
is weakand dull. The Race holidays have caused 
a pleasant break during the interval, but never- 
theless the feeling in the market appears to 
be decidedly more checrful. The Natives are 
certainly not so despondent, in fact they are looking 
forward toa revival in trade before very long 
now. There is not much evidence of it in the 
enquiry from first hands as yet, though some few 
have heen able to dispose of small lines of goods ; 
the business however, cuntinues to bo at the 
Auctions—in fact, judging by the prices rather 
more than is required to meet present wants can 
be bought there. Grey Shirtings.—A few small 
parcels have been placed by first hands, after a 
long interval, qualities in the neighbourhood of 
Tls, 2.65 to Tls. 2.67; being what is wanted, and 
it is those that show the best results at Auction. 
Medium weights are not doing very well, but the 
heavier’ are firm and wanted. A fairly steady 
business is being done from second hands and 
clearances are looking up. White Shirtings.— 
Judging by the clearances recently the demand 
for these makes is improving up the River, but 


from the weaker prices realised at Anction it may - 


be surmised that the bulk of the demand is being 
supplied from old stocks. With few exceptions 
prices are lower from two to as much ag nine Can- 
dareens. White [rishes went at firmer prices, 
but bleached T-Cloths were slightly weaker. 
T-Cloths land Jeans.—The commoner Mexicans 
appear to have met with a fair demand at Auction, 
but everything else had a drooping tendency. 
Drills and Sheetings.—The former have only been 
represented by a small purchase from second 
hands for shipment to Bombay, at the same price 
and on the saine ‘terms as mentioned last week. 
It is also said that a local Huuse has been quietly

Fancy Goods.—There is 
next to nothing doing from first hands privately, 
and fresh indent business is out of the question, 
the delivery being too far distant even if the prices 
were feasible.
